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THE  DISTRICT  COUNCIL  OF  LLANCYFELACH, 




Gentlemen, 

I beg  10  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the  Llangyfelach 
District  for  the  year  1894. 

POPULATION. 

In  my  last  Report  I drew  attention  to  the  altered  condition 
of/]  the  population  — that  there  was  a probable  diminution  of  the 
numbers,  especially  in  the  Llansamlet  district,  owing  to  the 
lesser  number  of  hands  being  employed  in  some  of  the  works, 
from  the  general  depression  in  trade  this  is  borne  out  when  we 
examine  the  number  of  births  ; and  I find  this  year  both 
districts  are  affected,  there  being  a smaller  birth  rate  for  Clase 
and  Llansamlet. 

I am  led,  however,  to  think  that  very  few  families  have 
permanently  left  their  respective  parishes,  hence  I do  not 
consider  I am  justified  in  altering  the  usual  method  of  estimating 
the  increase,  nor  in  interfering  with  the  totals. 

Estimating  the  annual  increment  to  be  246,  the  population 
for  the  whole  district  comes  to  1 1,266. 

Clase. — Given  the  annual  increment  for  Clase  to  be  100, 
the  population  comes  to  4,043. 

Llansamlet  : —With  an  annual  increment  of  146,  the 
population  comes  to  7,223. 


BIRTHS. 

The  total  nnmber  of  births  for  the  whole  district  was  353, 
which  gives  a birth  rate  of  31-4  per  j,ooo. 

Clase  numbered  129,  which  is  equal  to  a rate  of  31 ’9  per  1000. 
Llansamlet  do.  224,  ,,  „ „ 31*0  „ 

These  rates  are  decidedly  lower  than  those  for  last  year, 
when  the  averages  were  38-8  and  37  8,  and  below  the  averages 
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for  the  past  ten  years,  when  the  rates  were— for  Clase  37  5,  and 
for  Llansamlet  36'4  per  1000. 

DEATHS. 

The  number  of  deaths  for  the  whole  district  was  189,  which 
gives  a death  rate  of  1 6'6  per  1000;  this  corresponds  very  closely 
with  the  average  rate  for  the  past  ten  years,  which  is  1 6* 8 
per  jooo. 

In  Clase  69  persons  died,  which  is  exactly  the  same  in 
number  as  last  year.  We,  however,  have  to  take  into  considera- 
tion the  slight  increase  in  population,  when  the  rate  comes  to 
17m  per  1000. 

Llansamlet  registered  120  deaths,  with  a rate  of  166  per 
1000,  and  this  again  closely  follows  the  annual  rate  for  the  past 
ten  years,  which  is  1 6'  3 per  1000. 

In  analysing  the  various  causes  of  death  for  Clase  I find 
Consumption  caused  6 deaths  ; Bronchitis,  Pneumonia,  and 
Pleurisy,  13  ; Heart  Disease,  3 ; Injuries,  1 ; other  constitutional 
diseases,  32. 

26  children  died  under  one  year;  13  between  one  and  five 
years  ; no  death  between  five  and  fifteen  years  ; 4 between 
fifteen  and  twenty-five  years  ; 17  between  twenty-five  and  sixty- 
five  ; and  nine  over  sixty-five. 

Taking  the  ages  of  all  I find  the  average  life  attained  was 
22  years  and  8 months  ; last  year  it  was  24  years  and  3 months. 

Llansamlet. — In  llansamlet  Consumption  caused  13 
deaths  ; Bronchitis,  Pneumonia  and  Pleurisy,  21  deaths;  Heart 
Disease,  8 deaths;  Injuries,  3 deaths;  and  other  constitutional 
diseases,  44  deaths. 

32  children  died  under  one  year;  34  between  one  and  five 
years ; 5 between  five  and  fifteen ; 6 between  fifteen  and 
twenty-five  ; 30  between  twentj'-five  and  sixty-five  ; and  13  over 
sixty-five. 

The  average  age  attained  was  21  years  and  2 months,  as 
compared  with  25  years  last  year. 
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For  the  whole  district  the  age  attained  was  21  years 
11  months,  while  last  year  it  amounted  to  24  years  and 
6 months. 

In  order  that  a comparison  of  rates  should  be  made  over  an 
extended  number  of  years,  I append  the  birth  and  death  rates 
for  the  past  ten  years.

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Zymotic  or  Contagious  Diseases.— The  number  of 
deaths  caused  by  these  diseases  was  31,  which  is  equal  to  a rate 
of  2.840  per  1000;  this  is  much  higher  than  last  year,  when  the 
mortality  was  at  the  rate  of  ’723  per  1000.

Having  followed  up  in  my  late  annual  reports  the  statistics 
of  Consumption  I have  shown  that  there  is  a small  gradual 
diminution  in  the  death  rate  ; this  corresponds  with  my  own 
private  experience,  that  the  amount  of  Consumptive  cases  is 
gradually  lessening ; the  numbers  show  that  Clase  shows  a lower 
rate  this  year  than  usual,  while  Llansamlet  gives  a slightly  higher 
record  ; the  averages  keeping  very  close. 
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Appended  are  the  statistics  for  the  past  9 years.

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SICKNESS. 

Though  the  death  rate  for  the  year  keeps  close  to  the 
average  for  the  past  ten  years,  the  number  of  deaths  and  the 
amount  of  Sickness  among  the  preventible  or  Zymotic  class  of 
illness  is  rather  high  ; in  this  Measles  stands  at  the  head  of  the 
list  with  14  deaths.  Scarlet  Fever  and  Whooping  come  next 
with  7 deaths  from  each. 

As  Measles  is  not  included  among  the  diseases  to  be 
notified  it  is  not  possible  to  estimate  the  number  of  cases  ; 
judging  from  my  own  experience  and  from  my  inspection  of  the 
various  disiricts  from  time  to  time  there  have  been  a very  large 
number  of  children  attacked  ; at  the  end  of  the  year  I am  glad 
to  be  able  to  say  that  the  epidemic  is  practically  at  an  end. 

Scarlet  Fever. — Though  the  mortality  was  comparatively 
small,  yet  from  the  notification  returns  there  has  been  a great 
number  of  children  attacked — in  Clase  53,  and  Llansamlet  56. 

Diphtheria. — It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  say  that  we 
have  not  had  to  record  the  presence  of  a single  case  of  this 
disease  in  the  district  during  the  year. 

Erysipelas.  — Notification  shows  6 cases,  in  isolated 
houses,  and  always  confined  to  the  single  case. 

Typhoid,  or  Enteric  Fever. — A formidable  number  of 
cases  have  been  recorded  during  the  year,  amounting  to  30  — 25 
in  Clase  and  5 in  Llansamlet.  The  presence  of  Typhoid  Fever 
in  a locality  illustrates  the  force  of  the  old  adage,  “ It’s  an  ill 
wind  that  blows  no  one  any  good,”  for  when  we  have  to 
investigate  the  cause  or  causes  of  the  outbreaks,  we  go  very 
minutely  into  the  surroundings  of  the  houses,  &c,,  and  man)1  a 
nuisance  is  removed,  or  some  other  sanitary  improvement  set  on 
foot,  and  thus  the  general  safety  of  the  community  is  improved. 

I will  now  give  a few  details  of  the  most  important  of  the 
outbreaks.  The  first  of  note  was  that  in  No.  1,  Field  Terrace, 
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in  Clase.  This  house  is  one  of  a row  which  stands  at  right 
angles  to  Midland  Terrace — the  house  where  the  fever  first 
appeared  stands  within  a few  feet  of  the  garden  of  No.  i, 
Midland  Terrace  ; here  was  accumulated  the  refuse  of  a piggery 
and  a fowl-house  for  some  time,  and  very  shortly,  within  a fort- 
night from  the  appearance  of  the  fever  in  Field  Terrace  it  broke 
out  in  No.  i,  Midland  Terrace  ; and  in  this  house  four  children 
were  attacked.  All  the  surroundings  were  improved  and  the 
piggery  and  fowl-house  permanently  removed.  I shall,  how- 
ever, have  occasion  again  to  allude  to  Midland  Terrace. 

The  next  appearance  of  the  fever  was  in  Ynislanglws  Row 
Buildings  in  Clase.  In  No.  i,  early  in  May,  two  children  were 
first  attacked— the  house  was  overcrowded,  for  in  the  sleeping 
rooms  each  person  had  barely  250  cubic  feet  of  air.  Another 
brother  was  taken  ill  on  the  9th  July;  in  each  case,  however, 
notification  of  the  illness  arrived  when  the  fever  was  too 
advanced  to  enable  me  to  have  the  sick  removed  to  the  Infectious 
Hospital. 

By  the  28th  July  the  fever  had  spread  to  the  family  living 
next  door,  when  two  children  were  attacked.  Though  notifica- 
tion again  was  somewhat  delayed,  I was  able  to  have  one  of  the 
children  removed  immediately  to  the  Swansea  Infectious 
Hospital.  Here,  again,  overcrowding  existed.  Notices  to 
abate  the  overcrowding  in  both  these  houses  were  given. 

On  the  25th  August  yet  another  fever  case  reported  in  the 
same  house;  child  removed  to  Infectious  Hospital  on  the 
same  day. 

By  the  beginning  of  September  the  family  from  No.  1 had 
removed  to  a locality  close  by,  named  Caemawr,  but  No.  2 still 
remaining ; a summons  was  taken  out  for  overcrowding,  and  on 
the  8th  September  I gave  evidence  in  the  Police  Court,  after 
which  an  order  was  made  to  abate  the  nuisance  in  14  days. 

On  the  6th  September  another  case  of  fever  was  reported 
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in  the  family  which  had  removed  from  No.  i,  now  living  at 
Caemawr.  It  seems  the  medical  attendant  visited  the  case  on 
the  27th  August,  and  regularly  after,  but  did  not  notify  it  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  until  the  6th  September.  The  illness 
was  now  so  far  advanced  as  to  preclude  me  from  removing  it  to 
the  Infectious  Hospital — the  mother  stating  that  she  rejoiced  in 
foiling  my  endeavours  to  prevent  the  further  spread  of  the 
disease  by  persuading  the  medical  attendant  from  reporting  the 
case  too  early. 

She,  however,  was  somewhat  too  precipitous  in  her 
confessions,  for  shortly  afterwards,  on  the  20th  September,  I 
received  information  of  yet  another  case  in  this  house.  As  the 
house  was  overcrowded  and  had  no  room  for  the  proper 
isolation  of  the  sick,  I ordered  immediate  removal  to  the  Fever 
Hospital.  The  parents  refusing  to  comply,  I applied  on  the  22nd 
for  a summons  for  compulsory  removal,  when  the  Magistrates 
granted  the  summons,  and  the  case  was  transferred  the  same 
afternoon  to  the  Hospital. 

On  investigation,  it  was  found  that  the  drainage  at  the  back 
of  this  row  at  Ynislanglws  was  very  defective,  and  the  water 
closet  out  of  order  and  too  near  the  houses.  Since  that  date  the 
drainage  has  been  put  in  order,  new  closets  have  been  erected 
away  from  the  houses,  and  in  several  houses  structural  improve- 
ments have  been  effected,  increasing  the  capacity  of  the  sleeping 
rooms. 

In  October  information  was  received  of  the  appearance  of 
three  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  in  one  house,  and  of  another  in  an 
isolated  row  of  five  housesat  Penwaunfach,  in  Clase.  Upon 
examination  of  the  circumstances  I found  the  drinking  water 
was  procured  from  an  open  well  in  a field  near.  This  was  liable 
to  contamination— in  fact  it  was  evident  that  cattle  made  use  of 
it  for  drinking  also.  Even  were  my  theory  “ that  the  fever  was 
produced  from  this  contaminated  water”  not  correct,  there  was 
a constant  source  of  danger  with  an  open  well  like  this  ; hence 
upon  informing  the  owner  he  had  the  well  fenced  round,  and  it 
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is  now  protected.  Early  in  December  two  more  children  were 
attacked  in  the  same  house  where  the  first  cases  appeared. 
However,  we  were  enabled  to  prevent  it  spreading  beyond  the 
two  houses. 

The  defects  of  a cottage  at  Tirdeunaw,  in  Clase,  were 
brought  prominently  out  in  December,  where  several  children 
sickened  with  Typhoid  Fever — the  first  wras  reported  on  the  17th 
December,  another  on  the  27th.  This,  however,  does  not  com- 
plete the  list,  but  occurring  in  1 895  1 shall  have  to  refer  to  them 
in  my  next  report. 

On  going  over  the  premises  I found  a drain,  or  rather  gutter, 
running  from  the  back  under  the  flags  of  the  kitchen,  and  coming 
out  by  the  front  door,  and  though  I could  not  trace  it  along  the 
garden  to  the  closet,  not  many  yards  away,  the  tenant  led  me  to 
think  that  some  of  the  contents  from  the  closet  did  find  its  way 
into  it.  Of  course  such  a condition  of  things  as  this  will  not  be 
allowed  to  continue;  and  if  the  landlord  will  not  shut  up  the 
drain  and  construct  a proper  course  around  the  house,  I shall 
condemn  the  house  as  one  unfit  for  habitation. 

Such  is  the  record  of  Typhoid  Fever  in  Clase  for  the  year. 
In  every  instance  when  I have  asked  for  exceptional  powers  to 
be  put  in  force  you  have  always  supported  me  in  my  endeavours 
to  combat  with  the  disease,  or  have  such  structural  works  carried 
out  as  are  likely  to  prevent  any  future  outbreaks. 

In  Llansamlet  we  had  only  to  contend  with  five  cases  ; four 
of  these  were  a continuation  of  an  outbreak  in  Church  Road  in 
one  house,  the  first  case  having  appeared  in  1893.  Locally  there 
was  not  sufficient  evidence  to  account  for  it,  nor  could  I trace 
the  first  case  either  to  water  or  milk.  The  nursing  was  very 
defective  and  no  arguments  that  I could  use  would  convince  the 
parents  that  the  disease  could  be  spread  by  careless  removal  of 
Excreta,  careful  cleanliness,  &c.,  hence  obstinate  ignorance  was 
repaid  by  weeks,  aye  by  months  of  reckless  nursing. 

In  June  on  the  same  road,  but  disconnected  with  the  cases 
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above,  another  child  had  an  attack  of  Typhoid,  one  of  those 
isolated  instances  where  it  is  very  difficult  to  trace  the  origin. 

Hence  the  whole  district  of  Llansamlet,  with  the  exception 
of  two  houses,  has  been  free  from  Typhoid  Fever. 

Drainage.— In  speaking  of  the  appearanee  of  Typhoid 
Fever  in  Field  and  Midland  terraces,  I alluded  to  the  back 
premises.  Many  of  you  will  remember  how  frequently  Midland 
terrace,  comprises  as  it  does  of  some  40  houses,  has  been 
brought  up  by  me  as  a fruitful  source  of  fever.  As  the  houses 
belong  to  several  landlords  it  has  hitherto  been  difficult  to  get 
them  to  combine  in  draining  the  backs  and  having  a uniform  fall- 

This  great  necessity  will  require  your  careful  supenision 
during  the  coming  year,  as  well  as  structural  repairs  in  many  of 
them. 

I have  before  spoken  of  the  drainage  to  the  two  rows  of 
houses  at  Ynistanglws,  this  seems  to  have  been  carefully 
attended  to. 

Water  Supply. — Since  the  stoppage  of  the  Pentrevelen 
Colliery  the  foul  water,  i.e.,  the  water  containing  much  iron  in  it 
finds  its  way  out  along  the  old  workings  at  Clyndu,  and  contami- 
nates the  supply  which  is  carried  to  Tycenol  and  Midland  terrace, 
&c.,  hence  this  district  is  now  without  any  provision  for  drinking 
water — how  is  this  to  be  remedied  ? Foreseeing  the  future,  that 
the  Swansea  Corporation  will  be  bringing  the  pipes  along  this 
road  from  the  Cray  Reservoir,  I would  beg  to  suggest  that  you 
endeavour  to  make  terms  with  the  Swansea  County  Council  to 
extend  their  mains  a short  distance,  and  obtain  a supply  from 
them  until  they  complete  their  Cray  Reservoir  Scheme. 

Other  portions  of  the  district  which  will  require  your 
attention  as  regards  water,  are  Caersalem,  in  Clase,  and  Bony- 
maen  and  Cefn,  in  Llansamlet. 

Burial  Ground. — It  is  incumbent  upon  me  to  point  out 
that  since  the  closure  of  the  Churchyard  at  Llangyfelach  there 
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is  really  no  proper  provision  made  for  the  burial  of  the  dead  ; the 
only  means  now  in  the  district  of  Clase  are  the  various  burying 
grounds  adjoining  the  Dissenting  places  of  worship  ; these  are 
inadequate  and  inconvenient,  hence  as  the  Custodians  of  the 
Public  it  is  your  place  to  provide  a place  for  burial.  Having 
carefully  considered  the  necessities  of  the  district  I would  beg 
to  suggest  the  neighbourhood  ofYnisforgan  as  the  most  suitable 
spot — this  vicinity  also  has  an  advantage  that  is  not  the  source 
of  any  springs  from  which  any  water  supply  is  procured. 

The  Infectious  Disease  (Prevention)  Act  )8go.  Having 
drawn  attention  to  the  advantages  of  the  various  Clauses  of  this 
Act,  I advised  your  Board  to  adopt  it — this  has  been  done,  and 
since  December  of  1 894  the  provisions  of  the  Act  will  be  in  force 
throughout  the  District.  I will  briefly  enumerate  the  most 
important  features  of  the  Act. 

1.  If  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  can  show  evidence  that 
any  person  in  the  district  is  suffering  from  infectious 
disease,  attributable  to  milk  supplied  from  any  dairy  within 
or  without  the  district,  or  likely  to  cause  infectious  disease 
by  the  drinking  of  such  milk,  the  supply  may  be  stopped. 
The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  can  be  empowered  to 
inspect  any  Dairy  within  or  without  the  District  where  he 
has  reasonable  cause  to  think  the  milk  is  the  cause  of 
Infectious  Disease. 

2.  The  Cleansing  and  Disinfecting  of  any  House,  or  part 
thereof,  and  any  articles  likely  to  retain  infection,  can  be 
ordered  to  be  done  at  the  cost  of  the  owner  or  occupier 
of  such  house. 

3.  In  certain  cases  the  Sanitary  Authority  may  undertake 
compulsorily  to  disinfect  any  bedding,  clothing,  or  other 
articles  which  have  been  exposed  to  Infection  free  of 
charge,  and  afterwards  return  the  same  to  the  owner, 
paying  for  any  unnecessary  damage. 
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4-  No  person  without  the  sanction  in  writing  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  shall  retain  unburied  for  more  than  48 
hours  the  body  of  any  Person  who  has  died  of  any 
Infectious  Disease ; i.e.,  the  Sanitary  Authority  hence- 
forth will  require  the  burial  of  all  persons  who  have  died 
from  Infectious  Diseases  within  48  hours  of  death.  It 
were  well  that  the  Public  should  be  aware  of  this  Clause 
for  it  is  a wise  and  really  a humane  provision.

Summonses  were  taken  out  on  August  29th,  1894,  against 
Mr.  1 homas  Rowlands,  Clydach,  owner  of  cottages  occupied  by 
James  Griffiths  and  James  Bowden,  Ynislanghvs  Row,  Clydach, 
for  not  abating  the  overcrowding  at  the  said  houses.  The 
summonses  were  returnable  on  September  8th  ; after  a long- 
hearing  the  defendant  was  ordered  to  pay  all  costs,  and  ti 
abate  the  nuisance  within  14  days,  to  be  liable  after  that  time  of  a 
fine  of  1 os.  per  day,  should  the  nuisances  remain.  But  within  the 
14  days  the  nuisances  were  abated. 

On  September  22nd  I was  requested  to  make  an  application 
at  the  Swansea  Petty  Sessions,  for  an  order  under  Section  124 
Public  Health  Act,  1875,  to  remove  Mary  Ann  Griffiths,  aged  19 
years,  Caemawr,  Clydach,  to  the  Swansea  Infectious  Hospital, 
suffering  from  Typhoid  Fever,  there  not  being  sufficient 
accommodation  for  her  at  her  home.  The  order  was  granted} 
and  she  was  safely  removed  the  same  day,  and  was  discharged 
on  November  3rd  convalescent. 

Three  persons  suffering  from  Typhoid  Fever  were  removed 
by  me  to  the  Swansea  Infectious  Hospital. 

During  the  year  I have  invariably  visited  Llangyfelach 
Churchyard,  to  inspect  every  grave  and  vault  that  was  being 
opened  for  interments,  upon  receiving  notice  to  that  effect, 
according  to  Order  in  Council.

Wore  inspected  and  found  to  be  clean  and  whitewashed  according  to  the  Bye-laws. 

The  Death-rate 
low,  and  with  the  exception  of  Scarlet  Fever,  there  have  been  very  few  infectious  diseases  reported.
